heroin used in the United States. 


Appearing before newsmen 


at the White House, Nixon said 
the action by Turkey is "by far 
the most significant break- 
through that has been achieved 
in stopping the source of supply 
of heroin."

Erim a very courageous and 
statesman-like action. 


Flanking him as he spoke 


were Secretary of State Wil- 
liam P. Rogers and Mielih 
Esenbel, Turkey's ambassador 
to the United States. 


Esenbel told newsmen that 


halting poppy production—a le- 
gitimate agricultural enterprise 
in his country for many cen- 
turies—certainly will cause "in- 
ternal problems" and "some 
economic dislocation." 


Rogers said the United States 


will provide money and techni- 
cal assistance to help Turkey 
replace poppy production with 
other cash crops. He said the 
amount of such aid is yet to be 
determined. 


The secretary estimated the 


annual value of Turkey's poppy 
crop at between $3 million and 
|5 million.

said, Turkey will attempt more

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The tragic deaths today of 
Russia's three Soyuz 11 cosmo- 
nauts underscores once again 
that manned space flight is ris- 
ky, that men die in its pursuit 
just as they did in the early 
days of aviation. 


They die despite the most 


strenuous safety measures, the 
double and triple redundancy 
built in to try to insure the in- 
tegrity of the hardware. But 
space is still a new frontier 
with many unknowns. 


The cause of the cosmonauts' 


deaths is not now publicly 
known. The Soviet news agency

MOSCOW (AP) - Three So- 


viet cosmonauts died today as 
their Soyuz 11 spaceship was 
bringing them back from a 
record three-week flight aboard 
the Salute space laboratory.

they suffocated when their oxy- 
gen system failed. 


Heinz Kaminsky, director of 


the Bochum Observatory in 
West Germany, said the oxygen 
system probably was knocked 
out during re-entry to the 
earth's atmosphere. 


Josip Kotnik, Yugoslav presi- 


dent of the Astronautic Rocket 
Association of Croatia, specula- 
ted that after 24 days of weigh- 
tless flight they may have been 
unable to activate the system 
for expelled carbon monoxide 
and introducing oxygen. 


In announcing the tragedy in 


space, Tass news agency sug- 
gested no reason why the three 
were found dead after their 
spaceship landed. Tass said the 
cause of the deaths is being in- 
vestigated.

Court Clears 
Chunk, State 
Entanglement

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court has shelved any 
notion of a thick constitutional 
"wall" between church and 
state, replacing it with the the- 
ory government may aid reli- 
gious 
institutions 
provided 


there is no "excessive entangle- 
ment." 


This doctrine, spun out by 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
in three rulings Monday, com- 
mands a majority of the court 
and appears to leave consider- 
able room for aiding church 
schools, indirectly and directly. 


Clearly, the states can no 


longer make direct payments to 
teachers in these schools. But 
other forms of assistance, in- 
cluding free bus transportation 
and the loan of textbooks, have 
the court's approval. 


In sum, the legal squabble 


over use of tax money to help 
church-affiliated institutions 
has not ended. It has simply 
moved to a different theoretical 
plane. 


"The crucial question," said 


Burger, "is not whether some 
benefit accrues to a religious 
institution as a consequence of 
the legislative program, but 
whether its principal or pri- 
mary effect advances religion." 


Using this new cab'per, the 


court approved 5 to 4 the feder- 
al program of direct construc- 
tion grants to private, .colleges, 
to build libraries, gymnasiums 
and laboratories. 


Such buildings are "religious- 


ly neutral," Burger said, dis- 
missing what he called 
the 


"simplistic argument" that ev- 
ery form of financial aid to 
church-sponsored activity viol- 
ates the 1st Amendment. 


But, Pennsylvania and Rhode 


Island laws authorizing teacher 
subsidies were struck down on 
votes of 8 to 0 and 8 to 1 "be- 
cause as we see it they involve 
excessive entanglements 
be- 


tween church and state," the 
chief justice said in announcing 
the rulings from the bench. 
Even good-willed teachers are 
not likely to be neutral about 
religion when they are under 
religious control and discipline, 
he said.

'It's a shame what he said

cause he's the greatest believer 
in athletics of any school presi- 
dent in the country," says Fry, 
SMU athletic director and head 
football coach. 


Several weeks ago in Miami 


Tate warned college athlet' - di- 
rectors that financial reL-rms 
are needed, He also pointed out 
that the professionals were do- 
ing a better job of packaging 
their product. 


Fry was badgered by some of 


his colleagues at Lubbock last 
week during the Coaches All- 
America game about the speech. 


One 
coech 
asked 
Fry 


"How 
could Tate say the pros 


are better than we are?" 


Fry answered "The man tells 


the truth. The pros are smart- 
er." 


As far as the need for finan- 


cial reforms Fry savs "Some- 
body had to do it£-W it like it 
is." 


Fry 
points out that Tate 


wasn't 
necessarily 
speaking 


about the situation at Southern 
Methodist. 


"He was using facts he ac- 


quired in a study of other NCAA 
schools," Fry says. "He was 
saying that colleges need to uni- 
fy and to do it soon." 


Fry says if there was a limit 


of 30 scholarships with the pro- 
vision of banking 10 it wouldn't 
hurt 


"The pros carry only a travel- 


ing squad of 38," Fry says. "I 
fed we have gone overboard on 
the scholarship question. Tate 
was saying we need to get unit- 
ed nationally on the problem." 


Fry points out that SMU has 


cut back to 38 football scholar- 
ships voluntarily although the 
Southwest Conference limit is 
50. 


He says that SMU won the 


SWC All-Sports championship in 
1970 while trying to keep its 
spending in line. 


High school has its own parti- 


cular problems," Fry says. 
"Some of the state schools 
aren't as well off as you think 
they might be. All schools are 
facing a financial crisis. The 
purse strings are drawing tight- 
er these days. I know I lost my 
shirt in the stock market."

DR. LAWRENCE E. LAMB 
Repel Leg Cramps 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Some months ago, one of 


the readers commented on 
wearing shoes to bed to pre- 
vent cramps. Since 
then, 


several r e a d e r s have de- 
scribed their experiences in 
using warm socks or shoes 
to prevent leg cramps. Here 
are a couple of examples: 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I found 


your comments on cold feet 
very interesting. I also wear 
socks to bed, besides wear- 
ing warm socks during the 
day. I have noticed that the 
cramps do occur following 
excessive chilling. I can 'feel 
a cramp t i g h t e n i n g , and 
forcing the heel downward 
and pulling the toe up will 
sometimes prevent one. 


As to whether or not shoes 


prevent cramping, I have 
had many cramps with shoes 
on. I think the socks and 
general warmth are most 
important. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—You men- 


tioned that you would like to 
hear from people putting on 
socks at night to inhibit foot 
cramps. I am 69, have used 
the "sock cure" for about 15 
years. I leave them on in 
winter, heavy nylon, wool or 
synthetics 
and 
sometimes 


long ones. I have been trou- 
bled with very 
p a i n f u l 


cramps in my lower legs 
just above my ankles and in 
my feet and keeping them 
warm 
with warm s o c k s 


seems to take care of the 
trouble. 


Other readers have written 


that a folded warm blanket 
over the feet helps. The ver- 
dict thus tar: Good warm 
socks do help. What is your 
experience?

Then why the legs and not 


the rest of the body'' The 
warmth of muscles is de- 


pendent upon their metabo- 
lism. The working muscle 
generates heat and is warm. 
The heat of the warm blood 
contributes to warmth. The 
legs are more distant from 
the heart than any other part 
of the body and, when you 
are asleep, the amount of 
blood flowing to the legs is 
not always enough to supply 
heat to the inactive muscles. 
Covering any muscle helps 
prevent heat loss. As one 
gets older and the circula- 
tion is not so good, then the 
socks help retain body heat 
and prevent cramping. 


Yes, 
a cramp can be re- 


lieved by stretching the mus- 
cle.' It stretches the coiled 
spring, so to speak. External 
heat, such as a hot tub or 
hot sock or heating pad, also 
helps. Once the cramp has 
occurred, the muscle with 
its internal springs needs to 
be stretched to relieve the 
condition or the cramp will 
persist a long time.

1 deadline, the state Board of 
Apportionment adopted a plan 
of redistricting for the state 
legislature.

Attack Asked 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Sec- 


retary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara recommended as 
early as Nov. 8, 1961, that Pres- 
ident Kennedy combine any 
commitment 
of American 


troops in Indochina "with a 
willingness 
to attack North 


Vietnam," say the top-secret 
Pentagon papers. 


According to the Pentagon 


documents released late Tues- 
day by Sen. Mike Gravel, D- 
Alaska, McNamara sent his 
idea to Kennedy on behalf of 
Roswell Gilpatric, deputy sec- 
retary of Defense, and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


They were "inclined to rec- 


ommend" a program set forth 
by Gen. Maxwell Taylor, Ken- 
nedy's special military assis- 
tant, that a U.S. task force be 
sent into the Mekond Delta, 
scene of heavy floods as well as 
an area of Viet Cong strength. 


The study, a large part of

Wednesday, June 30, 1971 
of Nixon, Mitchell and Hoover 
follows the most sustained peri- 
od of criticism encountered by 
Hoover in his 47 years as the 
head of the FBI.

minds of observers that the 
twice-yearly events mark high 
points in Hoover's life. Reside 
him on the flag-bedecked stage 
are men who praise him; be- 
fore him, police officers from 
every state and some foreigft 
nations who can carry the sen- 
timent back home.
